mrea. exists to this day at Paterson. 

Tbo agent whom Hamilton aent to 
Bnghind to boy cottoin mill machinery 
waa Inatmcttd to have it "knocked 
down" and jikH in small boxes that 
were to be marl.cd "Bll.los For the 
Moravians of reunsylvania." It was 
tit that time against the laws of Kng- 
lanJ to ship any land of Industrial ma- 
chinery out of the Uiu^'dom. Hamil- 
ion's brother and two of his agimts 
were cauj^bt trying to ship tbe coiton 
mill machinery to Paterson. and tbey 
were impriaoiMd for ten mootlia.— Cot- 
ton.

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DUST IN THE AIR. 



'Its Influence Upon the Sun's Heat In 
the Atmosphere. 

VTben tbe air ls>very thick and hazy 
It may eontato floating dost partidea 
to tbe ntunber of from lOjSOO to 20J00O 
in every cable centimeter. whBo a co- 
ble centimeter of rerj dear air mmj 
eontato only from a dosen to a few 
hundred particles. 

An English observer's data todlcate 
that there is a relation between the 
qiuntity of dnst and tbe temperature 
of the nlr. A great amount of dust. It is 
thought. Increases tbe temperature to 
the daytime and checka tha fail of tenn- 
perature at uigbt 

Tbe reason ia that tbe presence of 
dtiat^ serves aa an obstruction to tbe 
free radiation of heat through the air. 
The aonbeams pass through very pure, 
dear air without lending mach heat to 
it, and at night tbe lieat reeetved by 
tbe groond dnring tbe day reattly es- 
capee throngh the eame air, bat it the 
atmosphere is heoTlIy ladea with dnst 
the sna'a rays are partly arrested by 
tbe partidea which, becomtog heated, 
ia torn warm the air, and in like man- 
ner beat radiated from tbe earth at 
night Is retained In tbe hazy layers of 
nlr In contact with Us surface. 

Without Its atmosphere, which sorves 
as a coverlet to protect it against tbe 
fearful cold of space, tbe surface of 
the earth would be frozen like that of 
tbe alrlesa moon. But the data gatb- 
ered by reliable obaerrers show that 
the atmospbetfe blanket w rap ped 
aroimd oar planet rariea ia Its power 
to- retato heat tn proportloa to the 
amount of dnst partieiea tt 
Harper's Weekly.

"Well," said Captato Tom Morgan, 
"there Is little ground for tliat si^po. 
sition. Tbe truth is, a drownlnc per- 
son may tfnit tha first dme^ aarar to 
rise again, or he may, aa la tha amr 
Joitty of cases, rise tluae tiflMB haC^ 
he stoka forever. 

"It all depends on the quantity of 
wafer th.it he B\Ta»lows when he sinks 
and the size of hl^ lun^. The human 
body In life naturally floats while tbe 
lungs are Inflated. So long as one 
keeps his head above the water he can 
float with very little effort 

"Bnt as soon as the person sinks be 
gulps down a lot of water. If after 
he bos swallowed this water be baa 
any air left In his lungs he will im- 
doobtedly rise again and will conttone 
to alak and rise until all the air has 
been worked out of his lunfjs. 

"In most cases the frightened victim 
swallows enough water when be sinks 
tbe first time to leave him exhausted, 
but aa there Is still air left in the Icings 
be soon finds himself on the surface 
again. E^cb time he sinks, however, 
the supply of air in bia lungs grows 
less ontU nltimately there is nothing 
left to support him. when ha wQI 
drown."— New Zoilt Herald.

A dlstlngalshed American vlslttog 
Salisbury when u very young man had 
a curiously weird adventure on thb' 
spire. Workmen were at the time re 
pairing tt The Ainerican saw them 
crawling round the :<llm steeple to tlie 
afternoon light iike so many bugs on 
a be.iii stalk. The Impulse came to him 
to climb the spire nml stand on the 
horizontal t>eam of i .' > : .>s3. Accord- 
ingly, late In tbe ari.-i:. :i, when thf 
workmen bad gone, the young man 
made bia way up the atalra to tbe lit 
tie window which opened to the work 
men's stagtog. To ran up the scaffold 
tog to the ball waa easy. Then came 
tbe slightly more difllcalt climb to the 
foot of the cross oter tha Imlgtog 
corre of the baO.

ANTS THAT COOK. 

They Maim Oeagi^ Form Cakeo and 
•alee Thani In the Sun. 

The namrkable habits of the bar 
Teeter ant bare long been known to 
aatiurallsta. Certain species not only 
harvest and store In granaries tbe 
seeds upou which they feed, but ac- 
tually plant and cultivate an annual 
crop of their food seeds. 

But now a still more wonderful tale 
la told of an ant which is common 
In Dalmatla, Messor l>art>arus. Ac- 
cording to iTofessor Noger of the well 
known forestry school near Dresden, 
tklg aat aot only cuta leaves and gath- 
ers sntidi. bat actually makes bread 
or biscuit 

Tbe seeds are first sprouted, then 
carried toto tbe son and dried, then 
taken back to the underground cham- 
bers, where they are chewed toto a 
doagh.

The Spanish-American War 
Heio Speaks To Richmond 
Audienca 



Riehaumd Pearson fioboon. the hero 
at tho Merrlmac, whose deed of valor 
was greatly responsible for the captur- 
ing of tho Spanish fleet in the harbor of 
Santiago, delighted a representative 
audience in this city last Tuesday even- 
ing a! the Normal School chapel. Ur. 
Hobson has boon a r epr ose n tative in 
Congress from AUbama for several years 
His subject last Tuesday ovening was 
"The Great Destroyer" in which be 
brought out tho terrible evils of alohol- 
ism and recitod facts about conditions 
in this county that were truly marvelous 
to his attentive listeners. He is not an 
orator, but a plain talker, with a con- 
vincing style that holds tho attention of 
his audiences closely. 

His daring feat during the Spanish 
Amer can war is well remembered by 
every true American: how he eoneeivod 
the plan whereby with another naval 
officer be diuvo tho Merrlmac, an Amer- 
ican eollior. into the channel of Santiago 
bay and by dynamiting the boat, thus 
blocked up all means of escape for the 
Spanish fleet; how he was captured and 
taken prisoner by the enemy and held in 
a dungeon until released after the Span- 
ish surrender. That deed caused injur- 
ies to his eyes, which is plainly discern- 
ible. 

On Wednesday morning he spoke for 
an hour and a half to the student body 
Of. the "PoosibiUties of War wkh a For- 
eifrn Nation" and mada a mo rt h w s that 
caused much eoatmeat from his listen- 
ers. 

He spoke along the lines that have 
characterised his speeches in the nation- 
al house of representatives as well as on 
the lecture platform of late. 

He predicted war with a foreign tiation 
and declared that the United Slates was 
unprepared and would be compelled to 
sue for peace after having been worsted. 

He said bo believed war was inevitable 
with in the next few years between this 
country and one of the greatest powers 
of the world; that the United Sutes was 
not prepared on account of not having 
enough ships and would bo onable to 
defend her own eoasu. 

L<ke in the Russian- Japanso war, the 
other Powers woaM insist on ending the 
oonflat and this ooontry be compelled 
tu sooopt poaon nn tho hoot terms she 
oonM gat. 

He said be thought war would come 
before the Panama oaaai was completed 
and that tho first blow would be struck 
on ihs isthmus.

A few days ago the white winged dove 
of peace left the door, and, after % family 
quarrel, theyagato separ at ed, tlm woeaaa 
nofita g to RieiuMmd. wiMta aha laak 
lodging with frisadi. 

Thursday afternoon about four o'clock 
she left the house where she has been 
stopping here, and walked to her late 
home near Newby, a distance of about 
eight miles, where it was supposed her 
husttand was staying, arriving there just 
after dark. To one or two persons that 
she met, she doctored that she was going 
to bum tlio house aad her husband alao^ 
bat tlaqr paid ao atlMttoa to hsr thrsata.
